It is distinct from epilepsy, 
hysteria, or any known forms of macln, and 
Is found associated with somo unknown con- 
dition following alcoholic poisoning, contin- 
uously or at Intervals. 3. This condition ia 
probably one of brain exhaustion, followed 
by a lowering of consciousness till events 
iiro no longer clearly remembered; or n 
suspension of nerve lorco in certain direc- 
tions, closely allied to paralysis of cur- 
tain brain functions; licucc tlicro aro pro- 
found disturbances of brain centers, and

A wealthy mau has n now will 
written, disposing of his property differ- 
ently every lime, la tho last two groups 
criminal car,cs occur most frequently, al- 
though como very remarkable instances 
have boon reported under tho il:-st group. 


In a lltllo work entitled "Alcoholic Som- 


nambulism," Prot. Jcrosky, of St. Peters- 
burg, mentions tho caso of a chief of police, 
who was nu inebriate, ordering tho arrest 
and execution of two suspected Jews, His 
orders wore carried out in form, but not in 
reality. A day later he recovered from tbo 
trance ctate, and had no rcco'.lectiou of tho 
pact; lie had total amnesia of this act.

crime. They aro Inebriates of active neu- 
rotic temperament, who havo occupied rep- 
utable stations in life und belong to the bet- 
ter classes. All crime Is unusual with them, 
and apparently grow?, out of alcoholic poi- 


Tho second class ar^ tlio low neurotics 


and defective by birth and education. They 
hnvo a history of Irregularities of life and 
conduct that seems to prepare the way for 
criminal acts, und probably arc ir.sro sub- 
ject to tho trance- stato because, of defective 
heredity. 
Clinical facts indicate that in 


all cases ot Inebriety tboro is a defective 
brain-power and general perversion of 
heallliy activity; also tho door is open for 
many varied nerve changes and degrees of 
brain instability, which always give a doubt 
to the sanity of tlw victim. The j'act of be- 
ing an inebriate points to an unsound mind, 
and moro or loss incapacity to act or 
think normally. When tho trance state is 
determined the actual responsibility or cog- 
nisance of right or wrong is suspended— 
tUe person is a mental waif, without com- 
pass or chart. So evidence ot premedita- 
tion or apparent judgment hi his actions 
can change this fact. Any special act may 
spring from soaic impression laid up in tho 
past which, when conscious reason 18 with- 
drawn, takes on form and semblance. The 
real condition of the mind is always moro 
01- loss couccalcd. When the case is a pe- 
riodical inebriate, with distinct iVce inter- 
vals of sanity, n possibility of concealed or 
masked epilepsy should always be consid- 
ered. Epilepsy is likely to be present or 
to follow i'roiii sonu: organic tendency of 
favoring conditions. When tlio defense of 
no memory of tlio net ia made the caso 
r.hould receive »thorough medical study be- 
I'oi-o any conclusion of responsibility can 
be reached.
